I. saw the lower part of my wife's body 
hanging through a window. Two men 
who held me walked with me to the 
window, but just before we reached it 
my wife’s body fell to the ground. I 
Srasped her wrist and found the pulse 
still active. 

“They picked her up and walked with 
her toward a little signal tower of some 


-}kind. I held her hand all the way. Her 


pulse still was beating when they laid 
her down. 

‘‘A doctor from the Stamford Hospital 
came and said she was dead. The loco- 
motive simply had jammed her against 
the ceiling of the Skylark and held her 
there until she was crushed to death. 

“T am a railroad man with a long 
railroad experience. It is a mystery to 
mé how these New England railroads 
can continue to operate|in defiance of 
legislation and of all sane rules of rail- 
roading.”

Railway Men Criticise Road. 


Mr. Kelley was not the only railway 
man in the wreck who criticised the 
New Haven Road management severely. 
George 0. Walton, traveling passenger 
agent of the Canadian Pacific, with an 
office at 458 Broadway, New York, was 
@ passenger in the day coach imme- 
diately ahead of the wooden chair car. 

“There were forty passengers in the 
car I was in,’’ he said. ‘‘I took this car 
-hecause I could. not bring myself to 
ride in a@ wooden car at the rear of 
@ train. It seemed to be a suicidal kind 
of railroading. If the car had been of 
steel, every person in it probably would 
have been saved, At least, every 6ne 
would have had some kind of a fight- 
ing chancé for his or her life. As it 
was, they’ were just cut down and killed 
“land maimed without the slightest 
chance to get away. 

“The wreck is nothing so much as a 
tribute to railroad methods away be- 
hind the times, 

“I gaw a little girl thrown out of 
her mother’s arms in our car, but other- 
wise the passengers were only slightly 
shaken up. 

“ Being a railroad man, I went out 
among the railroad men who worked on, 
the wreck. I was told that Dougherty, 
the engineer of the second section, 
caught sight of a blaze in the crossover 
wires above the rear coach of the train 
ahead and that he was so interested 
watching this blaze that he did not no- 


tice how close,he was approaching un- 


til it was too late, : 

“He then said the air brakes failed, 
but that was a remarkable statement, 
as he could have reversed his power and 
helped a great deal.”

The present loan, the failure of 
which was announced in Berlin to- 
night, was made necessary by’ the 
want of success of the earlier gnes. 
It is officially announced that the 
new loan is required purely for remu- 
nerative purposes, especially :railway 
construction. 

These Gevelopments give special 
point to the report of Sir Francis 
Oppenheimer, British Consul at Ber- 
lin, which is just published.

But railways lend themselves to 
frésh combinations with almost. the 
original facility. .It was declared in 
court yesterday that the separation 
‘ot the Union Pacific and the South- 
ern. Paciffe already was as compleie 
as it could be, even before their 
ownerships were separated. As to 
this an interesting and novel sugges- 
tion was made—that the Pennsylvania 
should take over some $38,000,000: of 
Southern Pacific stock, paying Union 
Pacifie in exchange-some $41,821,000 
of Baltimoré &- Offi nuw owncd by 
the Pennsylvania and its subsidi- 
aries. The basis of the exchange 
would be on thé market values re- 
spectively, but the shares would not 
be thrown on the market. 

The motive of the exchange is 
obvious. It lessens and simplifies 
Union Pacific's’ problem in disposing 
of its utiwieldy total of $126,000,000 
of SOuthern Pacific stock, without 
creating a new problem in massing 
the control in a new ownership. And 
it relieves Penfisylvania from _ fear 
of an embarrassment 
Union Pacifie’s Ownership of a com- 
petitive property. It its true that the 
Pennsylvania and the. Southern 
Pacific systems are too far separated 
to admit of a direct exchange of 
traffic how, but connections can be 
found; i6 doubt. In ariy case’ busi- 
hess can be’ routed toward each other 
in a-manner to reach.the lines desired 
under the Inter-State Commission’s 
power to eompel exchange of facili- 
ties, if ‘any ‘reluctance should de- 
velop.

These women desire by their public 
and sensational acts to draw the at- 
tention of the public in the most marked 
manner possible to the fact that they 
are fighting for what they consider 
their. rights, and all such trivial cir- 
cumstances as the individual ideas of 
any one, two, twenty, or fifty men, 
women, or children, who may be killed 
in any one particular act, or movement, 
will not weigh with them.

The woman herself, it is apparent, 
Was most dévoted to the cause, but 
she did not consider her fife.

And that is why the suffragist in Eng~ 
land ‘is going to win, because she is 
‘full of courage, ability, and sincerity, 
ali of which are lacking in a lamentable 
Gégree in the ordinafy Englishman. 

England’s national life at the presért 
time, instead of being, as it ought to 
bé, a model to other countries, is 4 
mass of hypocrisy, insinéerity, and 
stupidity. And this fs nhowhére more 
marfed than in the political life of thé 
country, although it\applies with equal, 
if not greater, force \to the social life. 
“It is easy for a poet Who has never 
tiskéd a bone and possibly never done 
a@ day’s work for his country to sit in 
his armchair and call womén hunatics: 
But that carries no weight with intel- 
ligent people. I have said before, and 
I say again, that these acts of what 
is everywhere shouted as. violence, 
which are being continually done by 
the suffragists of Ergiand, 
only means whereby a torpid, apathetic, 
stupid people, such as the English are 
to-day, can be roused. 

It would really be very much. better 
for this movement and for England if 
the suffragists wéré to be much more

They are certain win- 
a It is well. Known that in war 
what are apparently the cruelest 
slaughter and the most reckless and 
fost barbaric methods are, in the end, 
the truest humanity, for these methods 
naturally tend fo shorten the campaign, 
whereas mistaken clemency, such as 
England showed in the \Boer war, tends 
indefinitely to prolong the fight. So 
it is with the suffragists’ cause in 
England. They will undoubtedly 
triumph, and they deserve it, for they 
are fighting nobly and infinitely more 
bravely than thée-mén of Efigland 
would fight for their political rights,.if 
they had brains enough to care about 
them.

m. The passage of this bill will heip 
the cause of equal suffrage everywhere 
and this thought has nerved us through 
the strénuous work of the past four 
months.

Justice Daniel F. Cohalan, lis” “ap- 
pealed from the Bar Association, which 
has been investigating the ‘charges 
brought against him by John A. Con- 
nolly, to Gov. Sulzer and the. Legis- 
lature. He wrote a letter yesterday to 
Howard Townsend, Chairman of the 
Grievance Committee of the Bar Asso- 
ciation, in. which he said that the asso- 
ciation had no jurisdiction over the sub- 
ject matter and that as he was pre- 
senting the matter to. the Governor 
for consideration the special session 
of the Legislature he presumed that the 
peer ence Committee would drop its in-* 
’ vestigation. 

“The action of the Justice came as a 
complete surprise to the Grievance Com- 
mittee. It was actually in session when 
the news came to it, and then it was 
informed, not by the Justice, but by a 
newspaper reporter. J. C. MeTighe, the 
secretary of. Justice Cohalan, gave out 
the letters for publication’ at the Jus- 
tice’s chambers. before Mr. Townsend 
had received the communication ad- 
dressed to himself, and it was a re- 
porter who took the copies up to the 
Bar Association and sent them in to 
the Grievance Committee’s meeting. 

The first letter given out by the Jus- 
tice was: that. written to him by Mr. 
Townsend on June 5. It read:
